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STANDARD OIL 
| CUTS GASOLINE 


COST TO 18 CTS. Moor Capital to Ashen Ruins 


Another blow in the war between es- 
tablished refiners of oil and the so- 
called bootleggers of gasoline was 
struck last night by the Standard Oil 
Company of Indiana in the announce- 
ment of a cut of one cent a gallon in 
the price of gasoline in the eleven 
states served by the company. 

This brings the price of gasoline to 
18 cents a gallon at service stations of 
the corporation in Chicago and 16 
cents-for tank wagon delivery. The 
‘eut goes into effect this morning and 
is the second reduction made within 
a week. Last Tuesday the price was 

cut two cents a gallon. 

The action of Standard Oil of Indiana 
was preceded by a reduction of 1% 
cents a gallon in gasoline by the Stan- 
dard Oil of Ohio, making the price 19 


cents a gallon for tank wagon delivery 


in the territory it serves.

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Warships and Planes Bomb

PARIS, Aug. 31.—-A terrific Franco- 
Spanish attack was launched this 
afternoon against Adjir, the capital of 
the Riffian rebel leader chieftain, Abd- 
el Krim. 

At 3 p. m. a combined fleet of a 
dozen big units, led by the. French 
battle cruiser, Paris, and the Spanish 
dreadnaught, Don Jaimes, suddenly ap- 
peared off Alhucemas bay. Without 
warning they began to hurl broadside 
after broadside from fifteen and sixteen 
inch guns against Adjir, which is two 
miles back from the bay. 


Planes Drop Tons of Bombs, 


The fleet included two Spanish air- 
planes carriers, and when the bombard- 
ment. started four or five airplanes 
took off to fly over the town. A few 
minutes later a dozen Spanish squad- 
rons of bombardment. planes from Mel- 
illa and a dozen or more French squad- 
rons from Fez appeared over Adjir 
and these two hundred odd planes 
dropped more than 100 tons of bombs 
on the little group of squalid mud, 
houses, from where Abd-el Krim has 
successfully defied the two great 
powers for some months. 

In half an hour the town that was 
Adjir had been churned into a yawn- 
ing cavern by high explosive shells, but 
Krim and his staff of German, Russian, 
and Turkish military advisors had 
moved their headquarters to the in- 
terior of the Riff some days ago.

Almost End Session. 


Tulsa, Okla., Aug. 31—(4)—Con-. 
ciliatory tactics employed tonight by 
leaders of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars prevented a number of delegates 
‘rom leaving the convention after 
their rooms at the Mayo hotel had 
seen raided by federal prohibition of- 
ficers under the direction of Henry 
Beard, United States marshal. 

Eighteen men, seventeen of whom 
were delegates were arrested and. tak- 
en to the marshal’s office. The dele- 
gates were released only after R: N. 
Moxey, commander of the Oklahoma 
department, P. J: Hurley and other 
national officers had filed protests. 


Traveling Man Is Held. 


Lewis Kratzen, who said he was a 
traveling salesman from Detroit, Mich., 
was the only man held. Officers said 
they found two quarts of liquor in his 
room.,: 

James Lavery, a@ delegate from 
Pennsylvania, said he was locked in 
his room by raiding officers. Lavery 
said there was no liquor in his room. 
He added that one of the officers 
threatened to “shoot my ears off.” 

The raiders served the hotel man- 
agment with blanket warrant, issued 
by W. L. Coffey, assistant district at- 
torney, and officers were placed in 
charge of the hotel telephone board, 
desk and each elevator. 
Deputy marshals and _. prohibition 
agents rode the elevators throughout 
the raid, which continued for about an 
hour and a half: 


High Officials Humiliated. 


Among the rooms searched was that 
of Capt. Henry G. Lawson of Boston, 
national adjutant-general of the or- 
ganization. His grips, dresser and 
other personal belongings were 
searched. 

“It’s an outrage,’’ Lawson declared. 
*‘You say you were after certain’ boot- 
leggers. Why,' please tell me, was it 
necessary to invade my rooms.” 

Another raider searched the room of 
Gen. John H. Dunn of Boston, national 
commander, while the general and 
Mrs. Dunn were there. No liquor was 
found. 


New Yorker Defies Raiders. 


A deputy sheriff from New York, 
who was a delegate, defied the raiders. 
He asked one of the raiders if he had 
a search warrant to enter the various 
rooms. 

** Don't need any,’ the officer is re- 
ported to have said. ‘‘ We serve a war- 
rant on the hotel.’’ 

The New Yorker responded that a 
warrant was needed. ‘I’ve got some 
liquor in my room,” he said. ‘ Try 
and get it: I'll dare any one of you 
to set your foot across the threshold 
unless you bring up a search warrant 
for my room. I’m not a bootlegger 
and haven't got any use for one.” He 
kept his liquor. 

When the Veterans’ officials 
ed and the delegates we leased, 
their personal effects, with thé excep- 
tion of five grips full of liquor, were 
returned. 

“The arrest of these boys was a 
mistake,” Assistant District Attorney 
Coffey told the organization officers. 
“We were not after the veterans and 
are not now after them. We went 
over there for the purpose of arresting 
certain bootleggers who, according to 
our information, are staying in the 
hotel and plying a profitable trade.”

Few, However, Strongly 
Opposed to Plan.

The mixed emotions and diverse 
opinions which have been shaken up 
among many water users by the pro- 
posal to meter Chicago's water supply 
awake a fortissimo echo in the near 
north side rooming house district. 

The walking distance light house- 
keeping and single rooms belt is agitat- 
ed, in a dignified sort of way, and its 
chief apprehension seems to be that the 
landlady or landlord might keep too 
close an eye on the meter. Keep tabs, 
maybe, on the bathtub, and look with 
critical disfavor upon the little foible 
of rinsing out a couple of silks and a 
few hankies.

The landladies and landlords, divided 
over the issue of whether measured 
service will make their bills smaller 
‘or larger, say the roomers need not 
worry about getting sufficient water, 
hot or cold.

In Rogers Park, Lake View, 
Hyde Park and Woodlawn, residents 
appear to regard measured service as 
a civic economy, and they speak of the 
nonsense of Chicago pumping 276 gal- 
lons a day from Lake Michigan for 
every Man, woman and child, and los- 
ing 150 gallons of this through plum>d- 
ing leaks and open taps. | 

Fear Spring Taps. 

In other neighborhoods, they ask 
what meters are going to do to the 
tenant at the kitchen sink and the 
laundry tub. Many fear the landlord 
will curtail hot water, and maybe put 
in spring taps all through the flat. 
This will put the tenant to a lot of 
bother to prop them open with a stick 
or a piece of wire when he wants to 
give his hand a rest. 

The small home owners likewise are 
divided. With them it is most largely 
a question of whether meters will re- 
duce or increase rates. They are not 
convinced it will mean a saving in dol- 
lars and cents. As to the mass wastage 
of -water, the old idea prevails that 
Lake Michigan has a limitless supply, 
and the old pumps should pump with- 
out care as to whether they are pump 
ing the water into a sieve or not.

We protest chiefly the loss of this historic name. 
But there is, we think, ground for reasongble objec- 
tion also to the new name. We cordially acknowl- 
edge Mr. Charles Wacker’s civic spirit and his use- 
ful service jn the protection and realization of the 
city plan. We think this service ought to be com- 
memorated in some appropriate manner, say by a 
ynonument in some fitting piace or by naming one 
of the new roads or parks after him. But to give 
his namie to the chief thoroughfare of the city, 

*after Michigan boulevard, is not only crude van- 
“dalism, but without fitness or proportion. Mr. 
Wacker has been a useful citizen, but his service 
to the city does not tower.above that of ail other 
“eitizens. The honor done George Washington, 
Abraham Lincoln, Andrew Jackson, Theodore 
Roosevelt pales into insignificance beside that the 
city council lightly bestows upon Mr. Wacker. 
And what of Daniel Burnham, who was the cre- 
ator of the city plan, one of the most famous and 
gifted of our citizens? If we give Mr. Wacker’s 
yame to our second greatest street, how are we 
going to honor Burnham with any respect for

DEMOCRATIC WETS 
OPEN UP. 


The Democratic ex-mayors, Dunne and Harrison, 
who got together long enough last spring to put 
wheels“ tinder Mayor Dever’s traction plan and 
give it a push towards the dump neve,s program 
for the reorganization of the local’ Democtacy. 
The main purpose is to see if the wheels cannot 
be put under Mr. Dever and Mr. Brennan. 

It is to be a return to the Jeffersonianism of 
individual rights and protection from too much 
government, which in thig city and state may ‘be 
interpreted as meaning wet. Mr. Dever apologized 
to many of his supporters when he said he would 
,make the police enforce prohibition. He had not 
been for prohibition, but he said it was his duty 
as mayor to enforce it and that if he didn’t the 
liquor lawlessness would destroy the integrity and 
usefulness of the police force. The city democracy 
is wet and the boys in the precincts felt that they 
had been double crossed by the man they had 
elected. 

It had not occurred to them that a Democratic 
mayor would make prohibition enforcement a major 
police duty and close up the coffee shops and inter- 


or otherwise, red wine, and recooked spirits. That 
Was against nature, but Mr. Dever tried to do it. 

It is generally believed and probably is true that 
this helped to defeat the mayor’s traction plan. 
The democracy knew that Mr. Dever would remain 
a dry mayor. That purposeful jaw of his was set 
and argument did not get anywhere with him. If 
he put over his traction plan he would be a hard 
man to beat for renomination and election. If he 
got the construction plan started he would be the 
man for another four years to keep it going and 
it would be another term of a dry mayor. Many 
of the Democrats did not care what happened to 
the street cars but they didn’t want a dry Demo- 
crat continued in office. When Dunne and Harri- 
son went after him they had this support against 
him. 

Now with William L. O’Connell they have a pro- 
gram asking for a revision of the eighteenth amend- 
ment to permit the states to define intoxicating 
liquor and to enforce their own law.

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NEW POPULATION PROBLEM 
U PAGH COUNTY, lying just west 
of Chicago, furnishes a good iIi- 
lustration of a change in popula- 
tion of a type that is occurring 
nearly everywhere in America. This type 
of change is begetting new problems for 
the solution of which a new type of 
machinery is needed. 


Automobiles ana good roads, xept open 
at all seasons and in all kinds of weath- 
er, is the prime factor in this change. 
Mlectric intefurbans contribute, as do 
suburban railroad services, electrified, 
and even locomotive service. The high 
cost of living, the cost of vegetables, 
fruit, milk, butter, chickens, and egEes 
are contributing factors. The hazards 
of the city streets, increased smokiness 
of city air, increased height of city 
buildings, with decreased light at street 
levels, increased cost of city buflding, 
increased density of occupation of the 
ground are all contributing factors. The 
effect is a rapidly growing tendency to 
make the home away from the center 
of things.

In the earlier stages of this movement 
the evicted moved into well developed 
towns. The next step was towards the 
smaller villages. Now they are going 
slap bang into the country. Private 
John Allen once said Tupelo, Miss., could 
have been Jarger than London, but the 
fround was too valuable for farming 
purposes to be wasted in making a city. 
But that day is past. Good farm land 
is being wasted on lately departed city 
dwellers by the acre, the towrfship and 
the hundreds of miles. The fields are 
everywhere dotted with the homes of the 
lately departed. They are getting to be 
almost city thick in many localities. 

The eastern border of Du Page county 
is only about ten miles west of the west- 
ern limits of Chicago. The county=-is 
about thirty miles wide. The towns in 
the county, such as Wheaton, Glen El- 
lyn, Lombard, Elmhurst, Winfield, La 
Grange, Hinsdale, Naperville, and Dow- 
ners Grove, are verging on city size 
groups and.are aggregating here and 
there and calling themselves towns. But 
outside of these, a good part of the rural 
county is tted with the homes of sub- 
urbanites, much of the land is subdivided 
on a town lot basis. In the east side of 
the county there is a small stream—Salt 
creek; in the west, a small, so-called 
river, the Du Page. Therefore, there is 
not much for the towns to drain into. 
Deep wells are the only sources of water 
supply. The health problem is even now 
a serious one. 

In 1923 and 1924 the death rate of this 
county was a little—a very little—above 
the average for the state of Illinois. It 
wae materially above that of the city 
of Chicago. Their consumption rate and 


ne 


their all tuberculosis rate is considerably 
higher than that of the balance of the 
state and that of Chicago. In 1923 they 
had higher death rates from scarlet fever, 
whooping cough, influenza, and chicken 
pox than the balance of the state. Their 
typhoid rate is less than that of the 
state at large, but it is more than twice 
that of Chicago. They have more 
measles, diphtheria, and mumps—in fact, 
more contagion of practically all kinds— 


than Chicago has. ®

Du Page county has no slums and no 
great centers thickly populated by the 
foreign born. They have no great Negro 
groups. ‘They consider themselves & 
picked population. In spite of their ad- 
vantages the state health department is 
forced to spend much time and money on 
the people of Du Page county. In one 
year they sent inspectors into the county 
240 times. They investigated 125 cases 
of contagion, distributed two rnillion 
units of diphtheria antitoxin, and gave 
away 5,000 pieces of public health litera- 
ture. They examined, free, 400 labora~- 
tory specimens and reported on eight 

public water supplies. 


All of this trouble is due to the fact 
that Du Page county is becoming a city 
without doing the riecessary planning to 
make group life safe. They are building 
roads, but they are not providing a 
health department. The beginning of the 
solution of thetr problem is providing 
and support*ng a county health depart- 
ment. Automobiles and good roads have 
made county health departments a ne- 
cessity.

WAR DEBT POLICY AN D AMATEUR ECONOMICS. 
(Philadelphia blic Ledger.] 

For six years the problem of war debts has been 
pie for the economists. Now that there is prospect 
of a general settlement, which will in the near future 
involve considerable payments by debtor nations to 
creditor, their voices are again heard. 

The policy of the United States has remained con- 
stant. War loans made by this country to European 
nations must be paid. The economists see in this 
policy a dangerous’ flouting of economic principles. 
They say it imperils American industry. They assert 
it will injure American commerce. 

The basis for their argument is simple. One nation 
can pay another only if it has a balance of goods 
and services rendered over that received. ‘This much 
must be accepted. From this point they conclude 
that the United States must receive goods and serv-. 
ices from the debtor nations. If that happens, the 
market for American manufactured goods will be 
narrowed. This must, they say, inevitably hurt Amer 
tean industry and trade, with a,lowering of American 
wages and an increase of unemployment among 
American laborers. 

It so happens that the United States is not the only 
country, into which the goods and services of the 
debtor nations can be dumped dt a profit. There is, 
for example, South America, the markets of which 
are capable of vast development. There is Asia; the 
foreign trade of China alone ‘today amounts to about 
$5 per capita—about $2,000,000,000; the per capita 
foreign trade of Japan is ten times this figure; 
China’s foreign trade should be capable of expansion 
to ten times its present figure, making the vast total 
of $20,000,000,000. And so with Africa's markets, thus 
far only slightly developed. 

In scrambling for outside markets the debtor na- 
tions will, of course, be in competition with the United 
States. But can it be said that this competition will 

more severe just because of the war

MEXICO AGAIN 


. Mexico City, Aug. %1.—(/)—The 
| Banco de Mexico, the new Mexican 
; national bank of issue, will come of- 
ficially into existence tomorrow. Ar- 
rangements were completed today for 
formal filing of the charter. 

The bank will issue paper money, 
backed by both gold and silver re 
Serves, although the new notes ac- 
tually will be gold certificates. The 
government will retain 61 per cent 
of the stock, offering the remainder 
for general subscription. The bank 
is capitalized at 100,000,000 pesos (nom- 
inally $49,800,000). 

Probably a fortnight Will elapse be

J. Huggins, man- 
ager of the club, 
there is very lit- 
tle chance that 
the man whe MRS. BABE RUTH. 
reigned as the ido} (Und. & Und. Photo.) 
of American youth can ever again don 
a Yankee uniform. 

This was made clear today when Col. 
Jacob Ruppert, owner of the Yankees, 
announced that whatever action was to 
be taken in the Ruth case rested solely 
with Huggins. In view of the fact 
that Ruth has declared he will not 
again play with the Yankees so long 
as Huggins is the manager, it is taken 
for granted the ultimatum will leave 
baseball's most famous man out in the 
cold. 

Confab With Huggins Lively. 

Rutb is due tn New York tomorrow 
morning. He may seek an immediate’ 


interview with Manager Huggins, who 


returned tonight with the Yankee team 
from St. Louis. The outcome of this 
interview will be momentous, at least 
for Ruth.

Babe has been the greatest turnstile 
attraction of all time. The Wake does 
not consider him the greatest player.
